Tract in the area south and east of 
the Reiss Dairy . The facilities are 
to be added as the new areas are 
dev elop ed and the sewers and wa­ 
ter are needed. 
In return for the city ’s agree­ 
ment to make water and sewer 
facilities av ailable in the new ad­ 
ditions, owners of the land are 
making concessions to Sikeston. 
In the case of the Roth-Rodes 
p rop erty , the city is to be deeded 
a strip of land 24 feet wide which 
ex tends from South Kingshighway 
to the east boundary of the new 
city cemetery , The 
Garden of 
Memories. This action will allow 
the city to make Murray Lane a 
60 feet thoroughfare. 
Park Site 
-The p lat also includes a sev en 
acre p ark site which would be 
deeded to the city as a p ermanent 
p ark and memorial to John Rodes 
Roth who was killed in World War 
II. 
•f. n the Matthews tract, a 9 .7 acre 
p lot will be deeded as a school 
site in the p ortion which could be 
dev elop ed .first. Another p art of 
the tract which is set up ior future 
dev elop ment includes a site for a 
sev en acre p ark. 
Although the final action on ac­ 
cep tance of the two areas must be 
made by the city council, the ald­ 
ermen wanted the recommenda­ 
tion of the citizen’s committee be­ 
fore making the decision.

The 3,000 voluntary tuberculosis 
associations throughout the coun­ 
try affiliated with the National 
Tuberculosis Association are cur­ 
rently conducting the 45th annual 
Christmas Seal Sale to raise funds 
to fight tuberculosis during 1952. 
The 
Christmas Seal 
campaign 
opened Nov. 19 and continues un­ 
til Christmas. 
Voluntary tuberculosis associa­ 
tions, working with the medical 
profession and 
official 
health 
agencies, have fought the dread 
killer, tuberculosis, for more than 
four decades. Although we can 
point to significant progress a- 
gainst the disease since the nation­ 
wide 
antituberculosis 
campaign 
was launched at the turn of the 
century, TB today kills more peo­ 
ple in the United States than all 
other infectious diseases combined. 
Tuberculosis has been 
forced 
down from first to seventh place 
among the leading causes of death 
in this country, yet TB is killing 
at the rate of 100 per day, one 
person every 13 minutes. * 
Furthermore, the disease is at­ 
tacking about 100,000 persons a 
year in this country and it is esti­ 
mated there are 500,000 persons in 
the United States today with ac­ 
tive tuberculosis. Only half of this 
number are known to the health 
authorities. Among the 250,000 TB 
victims who are unknown to the 
health 
authorities, many do not 
even know they are ill because 
tuberculosis does not reveal it­ 
self with apparent symptoms when 
it first strikes. 
The search for unknown tuber­ 
culosis must be made among ap­ 
parently healthy people. To pre­ 
vent the spread of tuberculosis, all 
persons with active cases 
of the 
disease must be found and steps 
taken to see that they are placed 
promptly under treatment. Case 
finding 
constitutes one of 
the 
major phases of the work of the 
voluntary tuberculosis associations. 
The associations also work for the 
control of 
TB 
through 
health 
education, rehabilitation, and sup­ 
port of medical research. 
Every one of us would like to 
see tuberculosis stamped out in 
this country. One way in which a 
person can help fight this com­ 
municable disease is by supporting 
the work of his local tuberculosis 
association. One way an individual 
can assist the voluntary associa­ 
tion during this Christmas season 
is by buying and using Christmas 
Seals, for Seal funds constitute the 
sole financial support of the as­ 
sociations.

In the case of a federal mis­ 
demeanor—an offense carrying a 
maximum penalty of no more than 
one year in jail—U. S. district at­ 
torney doesn’t have to go through 
! a grand jury. He can charge a man 
directly and bring him to trial. 
But under the constitution no 
one can be tried on a felony un­ 
less first indicted by a grand jury, 
although it’s possible for an ac­ 
cused man to waive 
indictment, 
accept a direct charge and go to 
trial on that. 
The doings of a grand jury— 
numbering 12 to 23 citizens, chosen 
by a jury commissioner and sitting I 
for 18 months— are secret. 
No one is allowed in the grand 
jury room except the U. S. district 
attorney, a stenographer, and the 
witnesses called before the jury.

Ware Elected at Large in 1932— But a Still More Lopsided Plan W as Put 
Through the Following Year.

Many Flowers Grow Well 
From Seed Sown in Fall 


Jefferson City—The present bat­ 
tle over the realignm ent of Mis­ 
souri’s congressional districts has 
recalled to many here recently the 
historic veto of a redistricting bill 
tw enty years ago by .former Gov. 
H enry S. Caulfield, which was 
later upheld by the U.S. Supreme 
court. 
From 1901 to 1930, Missouri had 
sixteen 
representatives 
in 
Con­ 
gress. The present problem, raised 
by the 1950 census, is to reduce the 
num ber of congressional districts 
again, from thirteen to eleven. 
W hen redistricting was taken up 
in 1931, the Republican governor, 
Caulfield, served notice on the 
Dem ocratic 
Legislature 
that he 
would veto any inequitable plan. 
Missouri then had tw elve Demo­ 
crats and four Republicans in the 
low er House of Congress. Caulfield 
was willing to grant the Democrats 
a m ajority and told leaders he 
would create seven predom inantly 
Dem<>cratic districts and six Re­ 
publican districts. However, Dem­ 
ocratic leaders then w ere adam ant, 
as they are today in the Legisla­ 
ture according to the Republicans, 
and they ram m ed through a bill 
intended to assure a 9-to-4 party 
m ajority. 
Backed by M issouri Court 
Caulfield prom ptly vetoed the 
bill, as he had said he would. The 
dispute was taken to the Missouri 
Suprem e court, which had more 
of a political complexion in those 
days when the judges ran for of­ 
fice, than today under the non- 
partisan 
court 
plan. 
However, 
w hile the high court consisted of 
four Democrats and three Repub­ 
licans, it upheld the gubernatorial 
veto. 
A sim ilar situation had arisen 
in 
M innesota and the suprem e 
court of that state held that the 
governor’s signature w asn’t neces­ 
sary to validate the m easure, the 
opposite of the Missouri Suprem e 
court decision. 
TIie New York Suprem e court 
h»d sided w ith the M innesota tri­ 
bunal in a sim ilar case. All of them 
went up to the U nited States 
Suprem e court, which upheld the 
M issouri court. 
This opinion came down in 1931 
and Caulfield then was im portun­ 
ed to call a special session of the 
Legislature to enact a new bill. 
However, the governor learned the 
Dem ocratic m ajority planned to 
pass a bill sim ilar to the one he 
had vetoed, so he refused to call 
the Legislature 
Caulfield Defends Stand. 
The governor defended his stand 
in a fighting speech before the 
r* I 
Cham ber of Commerce. 
H e said th a t in view of the pro­ 
gnosed action of the Legislature 
Ruch a session would be useless. 
an d an ‘‘unpardonable” expendi­ 
tu re of public money. 
1 "I w ill not approve a gerry- 
M g d e r ,” 
C aulfield 
said. 
“This 
flu tte r cf fair redistricting is fun­ 
dam ental. 
"A genuine representative form 
of governm ent can exist only when 
all the people are fairly represent­ 
ed, for w ithout th at the m ajority 
cannot express its will. It is evi­ 
dent a -redistricting done by a p ar­ 
is ia n m ajority, w ith a dom inant 
purpose to overreach the opposing 
party, and perm anently deprive 
those of opposite political faith of 
representation 
in 
a 
legislative 
body, cannot be fair.” 
Caulfield w ent on to point out 
th at a fair redistricting was an 
essential m atter, that since there 
had been none for thirty years and 
the state’s population had grown 
and shifted greatly, the whole con­ 
gressional 
alignm ent 
was 
very 
poor. The districts ranged in popu­ 
lation of 116.000 to 715,000, he 
pointed out. 
Result: T hirteen Democrats. 
Both Caulfield and the legisla­ 
tors w ere adam ant, so the Missouri 
representatives in Congress were 
elected at large in 1932. W ith a 
Dem ocratic 
landslide 
and 
Tom 
P endergast’s 
organization 
ridingl 
high, all w ere Dem ocrats. 
W hat Caulfield assailed as a 


gerrym ander in 
1931 
was mild 
com pared 
w ith the redistricting 
bill the heavily Dem ocratic 1933 
state Legislature ram m ed through. 
Out of thirteen districts, they gave 
the G. O. P. one certain district, 
that of Dewey Short in Southw est 
Missouri. It is true that R epubli­ 
cans since have been elected from 
all districts but the fifth, ninth 
and tenth: but this usually occurr­ 
ed in y e a r s when Democratic 
strength was not up to par. Re- 
i publicans denounced the 1933 re-

term s 
sim ilar 
to 
i those used by G. O. P. leaders in 
1 the present Legislature, who refer 
to the bill passed by the Senate 
! as a “m onstrous gerrym ander.” 
Just how strong Tom Pender- 
I gast’s grip w'as on the state then 
I is best illustrated by the popula- 
j tion apportionm ent on the districts. 
St. Louis city and county received 
I three 
congressm en, 
or 
one 
for 
every 345.000 population. K ansas 
City and Jackson County received 
i two, or one for every 235,000 popu­ 
lation. The outstate average was 
one for every 267,000 population. 
W hen one m em ber then protest­ 
ed the granting of two districts 
for 
K ansas 
City 
and 
Jackson 
County, another m em ber shouted, 
“We gave Jackson County two dis­ 
tricts because it has the best Demo­ 
cratic organization in the state.” j 
He was Raym ond Roberts from j 
St. Francois County, a Democrat, j 
Two Plans in Legislature. 
T he problem today, on the basis 
of the 1950 census, is to cut down j 
M issouri’s congressional seats from j 
thirteen to eleven. In addition to 
the bill passed by the Senate early 
this m onth a House redistricting 
com m ittee has passed one out. 
The Senate bill would give the 
Dem ocrats eight districts and the 
Republicans two w ith one doubt- j 
ful. The House bill would m ake I 
it seven Democratic, three R epub- 1 
lican and one doubtful. In each I 
bill one Republican district would J 
be in St. Louis County. In the • 
Senate bill the other would be in 
Southw est Missouri. The House bill j 
splits Southw est Missouri, nor- j 
m ally Republican, to m ake it two 
districts. 
Republican leaders of this Legis­ 
lature say that unless the party 
gets a better break on redistricting 
they will call a referendum . That 
would delay putting the redistrict­ 
ing into effect, and would result 
in all candidates running at large, 
as they did in 1932.

The safest way for an am ateur 
to sow either hardy annuals, or per­ 
ennials. is in a seed box, or Hat.

You can easily prepare a 
porous soil, mixing one-third peat 
moss, one-third sharp sand, and 
one-third of your best top soil, 
sifted. 
Put a half-inch layer of 
silfted sphagnum moss on top, and 
sow seeds in this, then cover light­ 
ly with sifted sphagnum moss.

First of all, you’ll have to decide be­ 
tween wood cabinets and steel. Both 
have their advantages — wood being 
easier to install and easier to refinish 
if the paint chips, while steel has 
strong construction and a design which 
blends well with modem kitchen appli­ 
ances; it is easy to clean, and the 
weather will not affect the operation 
of doors and cabinet drawers. 


M ow M a n y C a b in e ts? 
You ll also have to decide how mam 
cabinets sou’ll need—and of w hat sizes. 
For instance, says the General Electric 
Consumers Institute, if you have a 60- 
inch wall and you want to install cabi­ 
nets along it, you can choose any num­ 
ber of cabinet combinations, because 
cabinets come in widths ranging from 
15 to 36 inches. 
The most economical choice would 
be one 36-inch and one 24-inch cabi­ 
net, but you must also take into con­ 
sideration the appearance of the fin­ 
ished installation and the use to which 
the cabinets are to be put. Two 30-inch 
cabinets would be a little more expen­ 
sive but would give a more balanced 
appearance and would be more prac­ 
tical if you are the kind of homemaker 
who wants to devote a complete cabi­ 
net to one type of storage; in the latter 
case, |»erhaps even one 24-inch cabinet 
and two 18-inch cabinets would serve 
jour purpose best.

At any rate, accurate measurement 
of the space available is important, 
particularly if you are buying pre­ 
fabricated cabinets which must fit ex­ 
actly. You W'ill be wise to let the 
dealer who is selling you the cabinets 
do the measuring himself; then it will 
be hit responsibility. 


Bachelor Buttons of Many Colors. 
In a flat, they will escape many 
of the winter hazards which seeds 
in the open garden will encounter. 
The Hat can be placed in a shel­ 
tered place near the house during 
winter, and covered with leaves; 
or better, you can put it in a cold- 
frame. where it will start into new 
growth much earlier in the spring. 
If a plant is hardy, which means 
frost-resistant, cold will not kill 
it.

They will not produce plants 
in the spring equal to established 
plants; but they will have a definite 
start over seed which is started 
next spring, and a large propor­ 
tion of them will produce flowers 
before the garden season is over. 
Fall sown annuals will usually 
bloom alm ost as early next year as 
greenhouse or hot-bed plants, and 
be much larger and more vigor- 
orous, as a result of having passed 
their whole life outdoors. 


Cosmos. 


No. I candidate for fall sowing, 
is the annual larkspur. 
Shirley poppies, calliopsis, candy­ 
tuft, cosmos, the fragrant nicoti- 
ana, and all colors of bachelor but­ 
ton are as hardy as oaks. 
When bulbs are planted along in 
beds or borders, hardy annuals 
m ay be sown in the same place 
this fall, 
to blossom

ers may be sown in the vegetable 
plot, after it has been spaded this 
fall.
